Lecture on Shakespeare. 


The lecture rn.Shakespeare given by Dr. 


M. G. Brumbaugh, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, ou, Monday evening, was pro- 
nounced by all-who heard.it., a masterpiece. 
l)r. Brumbaugh first pictured in u oliarini'jg 
manner the surroundings, manners and cus- 
toms of the times in which Shakespeare 
lived. 
He said the plays were exhibited iu 


the various inns of the towns iu which they 
were given. 
Later on the theatres were 


modelled alter these inns. 
The outer apurl- 


uionts of the inns were used as sheds.for the 
teams which were driven, by the wealthy 
classes of the people. 
Royalty and nobility 


were present at these plays. 
They occupied 


a gallery built ovei the sbeds which shelter- 
ed the vehicles. 
The ground.floor, or pit, 


ivua occupied only by the servants,-lao'ieys 
and liverymen.. There was LO ro if over ihe 
inn, 
which accounts for the many references 


in Shakespeare's plays to iho heavens 
Plays were never given at night as '.there' 
were no means ol'lighting iu those days. 


The deeper parti of the play were not 


appreciated by the servauta, lackeys and 
liverymen ou the ground floor, so a clown. 
was introduced. 
The clowns, or jesters, , 


were notAt first included iu tlie cast of char- 
acters. 
They simply occupied the spare 


time between th'e" acts. 
Often they would 


say too much and tatce up too much'time 
This was of great annoyance to, thj) actors, 
so the clown, wus at last accepted as one of 
characters in tlie play and hid part written.' 
..After the descii|itiou of tl)e times and 
customs, Dr. Brumbaugh gave an outline of 
i'0t.bcllo." 
He used this play" as a laii 


sample of Shukespaaie's ability to form a 
plot and thon fratne it in magnificent lan- 
guage.
